tice upon their employees that a wage 
reduction of 30 per cent was the only 
condition under which the factories 
could continue to manufacture.

We do not wish any 
further responsibility in respect to 
your government than is necessary in 
the carrying out of our Purpose to con- 
Struct and maintain this canal. we 
have no desire to add to the territory 
under our jurisdiction @xGCept as the 
operation of the canal may require it. 

“We have guaranteed your integ- 
rity as & republic, and for us to annex 
territory would be to violate that guar- 
antee, and nothing would justify it on 
Our part so long as Panama performed 
her part under the treaty.

blasts sent up tons of rocks. The re-

The obligation of the state toward the county in the matter 
of highway construction, with the moral pointing at Georgia, is 
strongly put forward in an editorial from The Southern Ruralist, 
reproduced elsewhere upon this page. 

Our contemporary draws deductions from the record in Mas- 
sachusetts and New Jersey. In both of these states the co-opera- 
tion of state and county, or the commynity unit, which corresponds 
to the county unit in Georgia, is an established policy. 

As a result, the two commonwealths cited are conceded by 
all good roads specialists as possessing the best systems of high- 
ways in the United States. 

The Ruralist holds, and with logic, that “roads are a public 
utility.” It shows that they are as much a state and no less a 
local issue than schools, since both factors affect not alone: their 
immediate surroundings, but as well the state-at-large. 

Argument of this nature is.impregnable, and is identically of 
a part with contentions frequently reiterated by The Constitution. 

The benefits of good roads are not confined to the county en- 
joying them. And the disadvantages of bad roads are likewise 
visited both upon communities immediately contiguous, and upon 
those of the state-at-large, since agencies that militate against pros- 
perity and development in one section affect prosperity and devel- 
opment injuriously in every other portion of the state. : 

The Ruralist shows that Massachusetts has for several years 
pursued consistently a policy of state aid to its townships—equiv- 
alent to the Georgia county—in providing for road surveys through 
its state department of highways and for actual appropriations from 
the public treasury as local and state contingencies may dictate. 

In instances where the township, or county, is too poor, or 
thinks itself too poor, to build or improve highways, the state 
steps in and inaugurates the work. It is the record that such pro-

Big Customs Frauds Al- 
leged at New York. 


‘Entire Stock of English Firm, 


Which Has Had New York 
Branch for 25 Years, Seized 
to Recover $200,000 of Which 
Government Was Defrauded, 


/ 
New York, November 16.—The entire 


stock of Joseph Brooke & Co., an Eng- 
lish woolen firm which has maintained 
@ branch house in New York city for 
a quarter of a century, seized by the 
government tonight, in an action to 
recover $200,000 damages, “in conse- 
quence of fraud and other wrongful 
acts.” Alleged evaston of customs 
duties, disclosed by a former employee 
of the firm, is the basis for the ac- 
tion, 

With the seizure of the goods it be- 
came known that the government had 
recently instituted suit against the 
firm, but being unable to serve the 
Summons in the action because the 
Brookes are in Huddersfield, England, 
United States district Attorney Wise 
today obtained a writ of attachment. 
The writ was served upon Robert G. 
Herren, manager of the business. The 
stock is valued at almost the amount 
of the damages claimed by the gov- 
ernment.

WIELDS GAVEL 


North Georgia Metho- 
dists Down to Work. 


All Presicing Elders of Confer- 
ence Present --- Organization 
Perfected by Appointment of 
Officers, Board and Commit- 
tees---Greetings to Baptists. 


Athens, Ga., November 16.—(Special.) 
At 9 o’clock this morning in the main 
auditorium of the First Methodist 
church, Bishop J. C. Kilgo, acting 
for Bishop Wilson, called the forty- 
fourth annual conference of the North 
Georgia Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, to order. 

The weather was perfect. The audi- 
torium was comfortably filled with the 
members of the conference, preachers 
and lay delegates. 

After the opening hymn, “The Year 
of Jubilee Has Come,” sung as only 
three hundred Methodist preachers can 
sing, without instrumental accompani- 
ment, the bishop led in prayer. 

The bishop then read the first chap- 
commented at 
length on “The Finished Gospel.” He 
pleaded for adherence to the gospel as 
a gospel of revelation, complete and 
perfect. 

Bishop Kilgo’s First Address. 

In his first address before the 
ference, Bishop Kilgo captured the 
large audience which filled the church. 

He took his subject from the state- 
ment of President Cofer, of the rur- 
which is exist- 
ing in this conference, which provides 
a protective and benevolent assocla- 
tion for the relief of the widows and 
orphans of deceased ministers. Indecd, 
the plan was first -perated in this 
conference. First, there was the 
“Asbury Remounting Association..’ 
That society was formed when many of 
the preachers were circuit riders; in 
fact, as well as in name, and when a 
preacher who got only $200 or $300 a 
year salary and lost his ‘.orse, was in 
a “hard row of stumps.” The society 
was formed by preachers who had 
horses, and many joined who did not 
own an animal. When a preacher's 
horse died, each memb'r "was assessed 
a dollar. 

‘Widows’ and Orphans’ Ald Society. 

Later, the plan suggested a larger 
field, and the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Aid Society was formed. When a 
member died, each other member was 
assessed $2—laymen paying $1, and 
not being beneficiaries. With the pres 
ent membership this gives about $5060 
to the widow of the preacher. 
hundred dollars is wired her imme- 
diately for funeral expenses and inci- 
dental and possible needs. The fre- 
mainder is remitted to her later. Th.s 
plan has been since evolved into sév- 
eral forms of mutual assessment in- 
surance, and there are severa! com- 
panies doing large business on the 
method—one of them in this city.

“I don't know whether I should be 
head of the Eastern League again or 
not,” said Mr. Powers, “but I can gay 
to you that the Eastern has, as you 
known, repudiated the ten-year agree- 
ment of the association. That does 
not expire until next year, however, 
and I can say to you that there is no 
disposition to start anything this 
year. 

“Next year, however, I am _ quite 
sure that the ten-year agreement will 
not be subscribed to unless it is 
changed in the meantime to give us 
higher classification. We do not 
wait to be a major league, but we do 
want a higher place. 


“lL can add, also, that in this the 
Ee stern Association is not ‘in partner- 
ship’ with the American Association, 
as has been suggested.” 

New Rules Made. 

Following his remarks, the associa- 
tion altered its constitution to pro- 
duce the following results: 

Money going through the secretary’s 
hands to the credit of defaulting play- 
ers, clubs or leagues can be seized by 
him to satisfy the defaults.

Decline in Prices of Meat Has | 
Bearish Effect on the 
Money Market. 


New York. November 16.—-The most 
effective interest in today’s movement 
of stotk prices was the early absence 
of the aggressive operations for the 
advance by a few brokers, which was 
the feature of yesterday’s market. The 
traders watched for the appearance of 
these orders in United States Stee Un- 
ion Pacific and Reading.

MADE WHEAT DECLINE 


Market Closed Weak at Net 
Loss of 7-8 Cent---Corn 
Also Lower. 


Chicago, November 16.—Refreshing 
rains in Argentina today ended anx- 
iety regarding the safety of the wheat 
crop in that country and gave a sharp 
backset to prices here. The close Was 
weak, at a net loss of %. All the 
other leading staples, too, suffered a 
decline, corn finishing %@% to % 
down for the @ay. 

Early cables told of dry, hot weather 
in Argentina at the most critical pe- 
riod of the crop’s maturing. Accord- 
ingly, shorts covered in rather a free 
manner and. longs took profits On the 
swell. Wide variations, however, were 
shown in estimates of the exportable 
surplus from the Argentine. One au- 
thority figured out only 93,000,000 
bushels, although another expert went 
on recorg with a tHtal of 120,000,000 
bushels. Ultimately, the larger aggre- 
gate seemed most impressive to short 
sellers and owners as well, so that 
pressure from both classes was al- 
ready weakening the market - when 
news arrived telling of the breaking 
of the threatened drought. further 
bearish influence was the tal ab- 
sence of export business. As ‘@® matter 
of fact, foreigners in some cases of- 
fered to resell at a logs. Cash wheat 
here, moreover, was a Gead load to- 
day, and Minneapolis reported the flour 
business flat. The ensuing decline 
proved almost continuous and the May 
option” which had ranged during the 
day from 96% to 98, closed weak at 
96% @96% a net loss of %.
